Housewives find utility beef 
and utility lamb, which became 
point free on Sunday, Aug. 13, 
selling for as much as 20 cents 
a pound less on some cuts than 
of the same cuts of the top 
grades of beef or lamb, the Of­ 
fice of Price Administration an­ 
nounced today.

In making C or utility grade 
beef and lamb ration point free, 
effective last Sunday, OPA also 
put point values again on cer­ 
tain pork items and canned fish. 
Pork steaks, chops, loin roasts 
and ham and Canadian bacon 
went back on points, ranging 
from 2 to 9 points a pound, due 
to a seasonal shortage and 
heavy military purchases. 
Canned fish also went back, 
with a 2 to 8 point range, and 
most cheeses are on the list at 
from 6 to 12 points a pound.
